Qhlt/UiXWa a successful season 

of extra-mural debating, the 
McGlll Junlot Debating League won 
the E. W. Beatty Cup; in debate 
against the Knights of Columbus, 
Friday evening. McGlll, repre- 
sented by Clarence R. Gross, and 
John A. MacLelsh, upheld the 
negative of the resolution, "Re- 
solved that Science Has Furthered 
. Human Happiness," while E. Ni 
aS her^nk ànd - J. A. Murphy up-' 
|8?iï|ftSe*lfflrraatlve for K. of C. 
This debate, the last of the season 
of the Montreal Debating League, 
was held in the K. of O. Audi- 
torium, Mountain Street.. ^ 

J. A. MacLelsh, .In opening the 
debate for the negative, contended 
that it had yet to be proven that 
human endeavor led to happiness. 
Happiness could not be measured, 
he isald, by the number of cylin-» 
ders on one's motor car. The 
modern tenant in a mechanised 
apartment .was not .happier than 
the "habitant" of the country. He 
further claimed, that all our mod- 
ern Ills were due to the fact that 
there had been an acceleration of 
life on the physical side, with a 
corresponding decrèasc on the 
mental, and moral side. Science 
also has destroyed family life. 
"The home is now nothing more 
than an eating place on the broad 
, highway of scientific life," he con- 
cluded. 

Gross Speaks 
C. R. Gross, in concluding for 
the negative, 'claimed that Science 
had furthered human comfort, 
and as such, the negative had no 
quarrel with it. On' the other 
hand. Science has most certainly 
not, furthered human happiness 
merely" because it had made man 
comfortable^ It was the simple 
things that men enjoyed, and not 
the complexities of modem science.. 
Modern science had advanced 
nothing more than hesitancy, and 
lack of faith in the mind of man. 
"While man is not sufficiently div- 
ine to see the divinity of science," 
he ccntinuèd; "our entire system 
of civilization revolves about man, 
and that which does not conform 
to man. must go by the board." 
Science has alienated man from 
religion, and Science, in industry 
is kllUngiihifesoulijii^Human happi- 
ness is sbtesSg#épiritual, that 
the gross materialism of science 
can never touch it." He conclud- 
ed by stating that science had en- 
couraged war, and had decreased 
the necessity for human latnur, 
thus decreasing the number of 
people able tc> earn' bread. 

The burden of the affirmative 
iargument was to the effect that if 
had not furthered human 
[^^ess, then all endeavour was 
rasted.

Victors Meet Thursday Night 
In Finals For Cup 
Trophy 

Çonflictlng views as to whether or 
not a university ^raining is the be>3t 
preparation for life werê presented on 
Friday afternoon when twelve speak- 
ers met in the Arts Building in the 
annual Talbot Papineau Memorial 
Cup competition. -The subject on 
which the speakers alternately took the 
affirmative and negative sides was 
"Resolved that a university education 
is tlie best preparation for life." Mel- 
bourne Doig, Harold Lande and Leon 
Smart were declared by the judges, 
Col. Bovey, Professor Noad and Pro- 

I fessor Naylor, as the best speakers. 

; These will m'eet Thursday night to de- 

jcide to which the Talbot Papineau 
Memorial Cup will be presented. 

The speakers were allowed to' listen 
only to the men who preceded them 
and besides presenting their own views, 
had to r.efute their opinions. Each was 
given 'five minutes. 

Marshall Opens 
Arthur Marshall, last year's winner, 
opened the discussion informally, and 
not as a competitor. Melbourne Doig, 
who had the .negative side, contended 
that a university education was a good 
thing, but it was^ by no means the 
best training for life. There Is no uni- 
fying principle In universities today, 
he claimed, and thus how can we say 
that a university education is the best 
preparation, if no two' universities are 
alike? The university fosters too many 
men who are afraid to go out into 
life, and the best training for life Is 
to live in thé world and learn by ex- 
perience to be.^ a man. The purpose of 
life, he contended, was for an indivi- 
dual to know himself and the world, 
and a university does not in any, way 
teach this. The best education is- to 
live" with'ijëopl'è' ând'tô'l^m liow'tb 
live with them. This is not provided 
In a college education. 

University Spoon-Feeds 
Harold Lande also had the negative 
side and he contended that a univer- 
sity has foo great a tendency to spoon- 
feed and hence when a student goes 

! out-" into {; life, he finds himself in 
chaos, unable to grapple with grim 
reality. Anjndlyldual should be taught 
how to react' : properly- to situations 
arising, by being taught how to think. 
The university, claimed Lahde, does 
nothing more than to teach us theor- 
etical facts and nothing practical and

"Seeing Life Whole" was the sub- 
ject dealt with by the Rev. Mr. Er- 
rol C. Amaron in lus sermon delivered 
at Divinity Hall Service yesterday 
morning. Memory Ls the slronges: 
factor in' binding our life together, 
declared Mr. Amaron, and although, 
as Cardinal Newman once staled, a 
great memory dpes not make a phil- 
osopher, It plays a large part. 

If we were forced to surrender all 
but one of our faculties— our five 
; senses, our powers of reasoning, our 
] emotional feelings, our memory .-r- 
! there would be a strong case for keep- 
1 ing memory to the last,' as memory 
j Is akin to the soul. It Is the one 
thread that runs through and binds all 
life. It links the past and the pres- 
ent. It causes unity from one ex- 
perience to another. It binds us In 
this world ,;o the next. 

Too Much For Granted 
Today we toko too much for grant- 
ed, continued the speaker. Wc forget 
the years of toil and experimentation 
that have made it possible for us to 
enjoy the things wc do. Making "our 
ancestors our contemporaries would 
help us to see life as a whole. By 
understanding their diligence and 
sacrifice we would realize that wc 
have much to fulfil, and that we must 
"take up the quarrel." ' 

Music is an example of the things we 
accept with little thought We forget 
how Beethoven worked with great 
physical and economical difficulties. 
Forget Past 

;forget the odds against

University Approved 

University of Montreal Ré 
ceives $1,000,000 In 
* Qty Debentures 

The long delayed civic grant to the 
.University ■.,o£ Montreal has.ftaally, 
been appro2^l||^|i^|,clty.. executive 
council; itfwM^HeSlMd last Friday 
evening. - Following a long discussion 
between the executive, Ernest Decary, 
representing the University, and 
Charles Laurcndeau, K.O., city coun- 
sel, it was decided itp withdraw the 
clause in the Montreal Bill allowing 
the city- te pay this sum in 2 instal- 
ments, and. Instead that the city 
should give to the University $1,000,- 
000 in city debentures. 

Originally it was promised to give 
this sum in cash for the return by the. 
University of 20. acres of land which 
the city had granted to it on the 
mountain. . Last year the Legislature 
gave -the city the power . to donate this 
sum. ■„.■■ .' ., -' O'-" -^''^ 
: Now : the $1,000,000 . debentures will 
be' taken from "the sinking fund and 
will be, transferred to the university. 
On this collateral the university can 
raise t^e, cash. . The city will then

Eleventh Edition 

Where previous Revues have seiit théir audi- 
ences home singing the hits of the everting, "Off 
Key I Sing" left them faughing and still enjoying 
themselves long after the last curtain. The ninth 
and tenth editions of the Rod and White. Revue in 
particular, relied mainly upon the enthusiasm of 
the cast and the production than upon the .mater- 
ial; the eleventh edition owes more of its success 
to the uniform high quality of the booU than has 
been conceded generally, and while it is true that 
certain of the characters could hardly have been 
better cast, it is possible that much of the success 
would have come to the Revue had the ability of 
its individuals not been quite so high. 

This venture into the realm of musical comedy 
has shown that future Revues will do well to fol- 
low last week's example; they will also do well to 
regard the latter as a standard for quality. Inci- 
dentally, and contrary to the publicity agent and 
his crew, the college revues of the American uni- 
versities have grown out of the custom of present- 
ing annually original musical comedies written by 
the students. The evolution was from the confined 
form of the operetta to the flexibility of the skit, 
and now the circle appears to be closing. 

Reviews of the Revue have been unfailing In 
their praise of the characters created by John 
Pratt and Jack Waud. It was deserved, but a few 
of the bouquets should have been reserved for Bob 
F'reeman, Mary Mickles, Naomi MacGachen, Jean 
Birnlc, and the choruses. The good and , indlffer-. 
ent choruses of Revue memory were replaced by an 
ensemble whose efficiency in both dance and song 
was unwavering and always of the highest. The 
supporting cast was far more than adequate, and 
the accompanying orchestra could put most of the 
local dance bands to shame. There were fewer 
members' In this orchestra than- in previous years, 
but the playing was uniformly efficient, and in 
good contrast to the demands of the cast. Its 
brass sectloh j wa g)iB OOd and strong, and its strings 
clear; the^flrat'^^vteUnist had more than the aver- 
age share of work, a fact which has been over- 
looked. 

The material that made up "Off Key I Sing" 
smacked of almost every known device of the 
showman; humor in the fornt of pantomine, puns 
or everyday jokes, satire on social and economic 
evils, sathre on outdated modes and sentiments, 
catchy music, and good dances, and' all the little 
"novel Ideas" that make this different to the next. 
The actual plot was negligible, and rightly so. It 
is merely a thread upon which the decoration Is 
hung, and if that thread -becomes too elaborate, 
the trimmings will be reduced of necessity. 

Scene III in the King's Withdrawing Room 
found the Revue at its first peak. The take-offs 
on grand opera— flute obligato Included— on Sul- 
livan— on all the foibles of modern^ society . In fact, 
came with such rapidity that the audience was 
sometimes in danger of being one or two allusions 
behind, especially when the mhnicry lasted for one 
short sentence. "The next peak was found in the 
much-praised "Conference Scene." The cartoon- 
ing here was so seriously authentic, that everyone 
must have felt as much admiration for the skill 
with which the dialogue was written, as for the 
resulting humor. It Is a know trick that the most 
serious things of life can be turned into the surest 
subjects for laughter, and it is quite possible 
therefore, that were the members of any "Disarm 
ament Conference" able to witness such a ^kit be- 
fore making their final decisions,- the ways of the 
world might be affected agreeably. 

The music may not have been the most out- 
standing feature of this Revue, but It was never 
inferior tg the general character of the production. 
Some of the numbers showed fexcellent ingenuity, 
especially those containing alternate rapid and 
slow tempi, while the scoring of the accompani- 
ment, though slightly brassy, was rich; harmoni- 
ous, and of a sufficiently modem tang to assm^ 
Its freshness. 

'Twas not all perfection, this Revue. The ac- 
tion - was laggardly in the Park and Throne-room 
scenes. The dialogue of the former seemed Incon- 
sequential and obvious, in ^fact, quite of the "Man- 
iac" type. "The. parodies on the Players' Club pro- 
ductions were equally obvious, lacking much in 
hnaginatIon,vand therefore In final effect. Enun- 
■ciatlon was not always of the clearest, especially In 
the songst and this created something of a strain 
on the listeners' ears and imaginations. Faults, 
such as these were apparent to those critically in- 
clined, but that they did not detract much from 
the show Is equally true. 

The mechanical details of thé Revue were as 
efficient as. the rest of the. prb'ductloh. 'The suita- 
bility of the scenery to; Jhe,.j^Mipj«;._8cenes has 
been verified by previous'nriBvIewera^^ 
make-up, and the very^ colorful costumes were alike 
successful— finishing touches on a motley canvas. 
The suggestion in the' "news' reel" of the evening 
that e Mraa itog was passed by "a^j^Uof cen- 
sore ml^Bayrmade a fey worideRpSSmnd how 
much was cut out, but whatever that was, the re- 
maining entertainment was certainly of the high- 
est calibre. Kenneth Duiin, Ihe producer, may re- 
gard ''Off Ke^iijlng" with Justified pride.

Architects Inspect 
Wrought Ironwork 

Screen Bnilt For St. Andrew 
And St. Paul 

Upperclassmem in the School of 
Architecture paid a visit on Friday 
afternoon to the v.'orlcshop of Mr. Paul 
Beau, to Inspect a wrought iron screen 
now In the process of construction. The 
screen is intended for the' Ohurch of 
St. Andrew 'aiid St. Paul, the latter a 
recent addition to the architecture of 
Sherbrooke Street West, and is being 
made to the design by the architect 
of the building, H. L. Featherston- 
haugh. 

Tinder the guidance of Mr. Stout, a 
member of Mi-. Beau's staff, the stu- 
dents were shown the grille, now about 
half finished, as well as a number of 
the pieces which are yet to be at- 
tached. The latter inciudediia few 
wrought iron leaves and rosettes, al- 
ready cut and stamped into shape, 
which will be welded onto the main 
members by means of a torch. Most of 
the welds and the bends of the screen 
were made by the forge method, but 
this is not convenient in all cases. 

An example of forge welding, bend- 
ing and scfoll making was shown to 
the students by one of -the craftsmen 
present. In welding two rectangular 
bars together,' the ends were heated to 
a bright red, and flattened. After 
further heating, the two pieces were 
laid one on top of the other and given 
a few smart blows; when the johit 
was uniform, the' smith continued ham- 
mering until the bar was one of an 
even thickness along its entire length. 
The right-angle bend was made by 
heating the bar at' the point of the 
intended corner, and by careful bend- 
ing and hammering.

From these for the Department of 
National Defence of aircraft float 
models in the testing-basin, modifica- 
tions of design^ of a type have been de- 
vised correcting unsatisfactory behav- 
lous of the float on water. 

Representations have been made 
that the work of the model testlng- 
basln should be extended to include 
the testing of boat and ship models in 
order to improve performance! reduce 
cost of operation or Increase the speed- 
power ratio. This is a possibility and 
In view of the -fact that Canada with 
Its enormous ' coast line is a maritime 
nation, that the Federal Government 
owns and operates more than 200 boats 
and vessels, and that the boat and 
shipbuilding industry in 1930 com- 
prised some 150 plants with a capital 
of more than $30,000,000 and annual 
production valued at nearly $20,000,000 
th ebasln, the only one In Canada, may 
prove of great -value to the government 
and to industry. 

Other possibilities of- the basin are: 
(a) testing marine propellers; (b) rat- 
ing current meters used In the gaug-

Help Fisheries 
During the past five years the 
average value of lobster production has 
been more than $000,000 annually;

The rich finds of gas in Alberta, 
where there is a gas flow of 200,000,000 
cubis feet per day, has led to interest 
as to the commercial utilization of 
thismaterlal. Work in the National 
Research laboratories has led to a 
number of developments which give 
promise of the manufacture of ethy- 
len, carbon black and other materials 
from this gas. Bitumen is also being 
extracted from the. sands of northern 
Alberta, and a new industry for the 
production of various bitumens, .which 
have a commercial value ranging from 
$15 or less a ton. for roadmaklng, to 
$150 a ton for bitumens suitable for 
paint and varnish manufacturers,' is 
being developed. . 

There are hundreds of other projects 
now under ^active investigation or 
ready for Investigation when funds are 
available. As yet, Canada. ha§ expend- 
ed only about $6,000,000 on scientific 
research under the direction of the 
National Research Council: This $6,- 
000,000 includes expenditures of about 
$3,000,000 on capital account Including 
the new building, and about $3,000,000 
on current expenditures.; The' rétums 
obtained seem to be more than pro- 
portionate to the expense Involved. 
Directed and oo-pperatlvo scientific 
research has proved Itself a success 
The findings whlcli it is hoped can be 
made In the future should prove of in- 
finitely greater Importance than those 
of which the result has already been 
recorded^
